called to the telephone one evening 
about two months ago and asked 
to visit the home of W . B. L a w ­ 
rence in

Cameron.

request, Strong says, was made by 
Mrs. Lawrence, who had been his 
employe in the studio before her 
marriage. 
Strong called at the 
house. 
On his arrival, he says, he was 
met and ushered in by Mrs. L a w ­ 
rence, but as he seated himself he 
was surprised by the appearance of

Strong alleges he was then stripped 
to the waist, coal
